CONCERN AT LOSS OF FUEL 
STATIONS ACROSS COUNTY 


ASSOCIATION HIGHLIGHTS IMPACT OF LOST JOBS AND FACILITIES 


Ten petrol stations have 
closed in Northamptonshire 
in the last five years, accord¬ 
ing to figures released this 
week by the Petrol Retailers 
Association (RPA). 

The closures equate to a drop 
of 18 per cent, similar to the 
pattern for the rest of the East 
Midlands. 

The RPA estimates that 
the closures across the region 
have led to more than 550 lost 
jobs. 

Brian Madderson, chair¬ 
man of the PRA, said: “The clo¬ 
sure of each petrol forecourt 
in the East Midlands means 
the loss of local jobs for local 
people and has a negative im¬ 
pact on the economy in the 
area. 

“It is also the loss of a lo¬ 
cal convenience, not just for 
those seeking to purchase fuel 
but other every-day essentials 
that so many sites now offer 
their customers. 


“Forecourt retailing is one 
of the most heavily regulated 
industries and, as a result, our 
members continue to suffer 
disproportionally from un¬ 
fair competition with the big 
chains and excessive regula¬ 
tions. 

“Unfortunately a forecourt 
retailers’ biggest-selling prod¬ 
uct categories - fuel and tobac¬ 
co - are the most regulated. 

“And while regulation is 
needed in many cases, the 
government needs to do 
more to ensure the impact 
on businesses is not ignored, 
especially for the sake of poli¬ 
ticking in the run up to the 
general election. 

“While the larger chains 
have the resources to cope 
with these regulations, our 
independent forecourts don’t. 

“The recent consultation 
into standardised packaging 
of tobacco products is a prime 
example. 

“It is not good enough for 
the Government to simply 


say retailers “already need to 
be planning their future busi¬ 
ness strategies... and thinking 
about how to cope with all the 
trends and shocks that are 
likely to affect them”. 

Petrol Retailers are in¬ 
creasingly opposed to Govern¬ 
ment proposals to introduce 
plain packaging of tobacco 
products and believe it will 
harm honest retailers because 
it will fuel illicit trade and peo¬ 
ple will buy their cigarettes 
from the black market. 

“Such unproven regula¬ 
tions risk further burdening 
this industry. 

“The PRA is calling on the 
Government to do more to 
support retailers during these 
times of austerity by avoiding 
implementing onerous and 
unnecessary regulation. 

“Our members are natu¬ 
rally very nervous about what 
additional and burdensome 
regulations lie ahead and the 
impact these will have on their 
businesses.”

The chief constable of 
Northamptonshire Police 
said he wants to change the 
“pre-loading” binge drinking 
culture that has caused so 
many problems in the town 
centre on Friday and Saturday 
nights. 

Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee, who is the national 
policing lead on alcohol 
harm, said he wanted to see 
an end to the social tolerance 
of excessive drinking of 
alcohol that causes anti¬ 
social behaviour and health 
problems. 

As part of a range of 
measures to curb excessive 
alcohol drinking in the county, 
Mr Lee said a new ‘drunk 
tank’ was set to be piloted in 
Corby that would exclusively 
treat people who had too 
much alcohol on a Friday or 
Saturday night. 

Mr Lee said: “Pre- 
loading and binge drinking 
is a very significant social 
phenomenon and a recent 



study has shown that people 
get involved because they are 
agreeing that social norms 
don’t apply. 

“Things like sexual 
touching are not appropriate 


standards of behaviour in 
every day society. 

“What we want to do is 
apply the law equally to people 
who are drunk or sober. 

“We want people to drink

The new ‘drunk tank’ 
in Corby, which will be set 
up before December and 
could later be replicated 
in Northampton, will be 
staffed by healthcare 
professionals. 

Mr Lee said: “The new 
welfare centre will be a safe 
environment for people to be 
treated for the effects of excess 
alcohol and offer a chance to 
talk to people about their 
behaviour.

■ Adrian Lee said: “The current 
cost to U K society of excess alcohol 
drinking is £21 billion and I would 
like see a reduction in that and the 
number of admissions to hospital 
as well as the cases of liver failure 


related to drinking alcohol.” 

■ The chief constable said the 
amount of problems in the town 
centre linked to excessive drink¬ 
ing on Friday and Saturday nights 
meant less police resources were 
available for the rest of the county. 

■ Mr Lee said he would like to get 
to a stage in the next few years 
when he could police town centres 
on Friday and Saturday nights with 
“less police resources”.

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1,000 pupils cannot 
read‘confidently’ 


A charity fears too many youngsters leave school lacking reading skills 

Disadvantaged children 
missing reading level 


A manager at a literacy char¬ 
ity said it was “truly shocking” 
that more than 1,000 children 
in Northamptonshire had left 
primary school unable to read 
“confidently”. 

A campaign has been 
launched by children’s liter¬ 
acy charity, Beanstalk, to get 
all children reading “well” by 
the age of 11. 

The charity, which cur¬ 
rently supports 400 children 
in more than 70 schools across 
Northamptonshire, is recruit¬ 
ing and training volunteers 
to go into primary schools to 
work with children who are 
failing behind with their read¬ 
ing abilities. 

The latest Sats test results 
showed that 1,028 children in 
the county failed to attain the 
expected reading level, down 
from 1,300 in 2013. 

Greg Yarnall, Beanstalk ar¬ 
ea manager for East Midlands, 
said: “It is truly shocking that 
so many children leave prima¬ 
ry school unable to read con¬ 
fidently. We are looking for 
more volunteer reading help¬ 
ers to provide vital one-to-one 
support in local schools. 

Mr Yarnall said the aim 
of the work in the primary 
schools was to inspire a love 
of reading among children. 

He said: “If possible we try 
to develop children’s enjoy¬ 
ment of reading rather than 
making them read for the sake 
of it. We play games that tie in 
with the stories that children 
are reading.”

■ A report published by 
Beanstalk has found that 
disadvantaged children are the 
most likely to be less confident 
about reading, with four in 10 not 
reading well by the age of 11, almost 
double the rate of their better-off 
peers. 


The report also found children 
were not reading enough outside 
of school. 

Each Beanstalk reading helper 
works with three children and 
sees each child for two 30-minute 
sessions a week, during term-time 
for a whole year.

Friends of museum 
ends after 55 years 


The Friends of Northampton 
Museums and Art Gallery 
group has decided to wind 
itself up after 55 years. 

A statement issued this week 
said part of the reason was di¬ 
visions which formed about 
July’s auction of the Sekhemka 
Egyptian statue by Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council. 

The Friends campaigned 
against the sale, but the state¬ 
ment revealed that some com¬ 
mittee members believed it 
was not the group’s place to 
do so. 

It read: “In addition to fall¬ 
ing membership and an inabil¬ 
ity to recruit to the committee, 
there was a division within the 
group over the sale of Sekhem¬ 
ka. 

“A group was set up to ac¬ 
tively oppose the sale, while a 
proportion of the committee, 
while strongly deprecating the 
sale, did not feel it came within 
the ambit of the group to take 
a more active role against the 
sale. It did however make its 
views on the sale very clear to 


the council. 

“Therefore, sadly, after 
some 55 years supporting the 
museum both financially and 
practically, the Friends have 
decided to wind up as a group. 

“All our former members 
we are sure will wish the mu¬ 
seum all the very best in the 
years ahead and with the ex¬ 
citing new plans for the muse¬ 
um that are being put in place.” 

Falling numbers were also a 
big factor in the decision. 

“We are very sorry that this 
has happened, but the mem¬ 
bership has been falling for 
some 10 years or so and while 
there have latterly been 160 
members, the average age 
has been rising,” the state¬ 
ment said. “The committee 
until recently have all largely 
been in post for a consider¬ 
able number of years and de¬ 
spite appeals to members, no 
new committee members have 
been recruited. 

“A working party was set up 
to find a way forward but again 
were not able to find any volun¬ 
teers to move forward.”

Saints rugby players and fans 
paid tribute to Luis Ghaut who 
recently lost his battle with 
cancer last week. 

His dad, Lee, had said the 
13-year-old - who the play¬ 
ers claimed was the inspira¬ 
tion behind their Premiership 
play-off victory - would not 
want anyone to be miserable. 

And before Saturday’s win 
over Bath, Franklin’s Gardens 
held a minute’s applause in his 
honour. 

Reflecting on a year that 
sawthe Upton schoolboy raise 
more than £35,000 for char¬ 
ity, befriend his rugby heroes 
and play a major part in one of 
the Saints’ greatest days, Mr 
Ghaut said Luis would want 
everyone to keep going. 

Mr Ghaut said: “Luis was 
an exceptional character, ex¬ 
ceptionally intelligent, very, 
very funny and generous. 

“But the last thing he want¬ 
ed was to see us crying. 

“He was very unselfish and 
he cared more about others 
than himself. 

“If he is looking down on us 
he would tell us to stop crying, 
move forward and remember 
him for all the good things.” 

Those things included 
regular visits to Franklin’s 
Gardens to meet the players 
as well as being cited as the 
squad’s inspiration for June’s 
epic victory in the final. 

Mr Ghaut said: “His treat¬ 
ment really made him shy, 
because he felt he wasn’t the 
same person. 

“Meeting the Saints helped 


him because he really came 
out of his shell. They managed 
to relate to each other for not 
too dissimilar reasons. 

“The Saints players gave 
him strength and he paid that 
back with inspiration and 
courage. It brought out the 


old Luis.” 

Speaking about Luis’ deter¬ 
mination to be team mascot at 
Twickenham, despite a lung 
operation 10 days earlier, Mr 
Ghaut said: “He adored every 
second of the final. 

“Giving him that game to 


hold on to, for him to help rep¬ 
resent the town was huge. 

“Nothing was going to keep 
him from that final. 

“He would have crawled 
from his hospital bed if he 
had had to. I’m proud to be his 
dad,” he added.

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Mothers not 
keeping up 
breastfeeding 


The number of babies still be¬ 
ing breast-fed at eight weeks 
in Northamptonshire has fall¬ 
en annually for the past three 
years, latest figures reveal. 

Numbers of mums taking up 
breast feeding initially is 72 
per cent, but that falls to un¬ 
der 41 per cent by the time the 
baby is 6-8 weeks old. 

And the latter number 
has now fallen by six per cent 
since 2010. 

Health bosses, who ac¬ 
knowledge that breastfeeding 
is desirable to prevent some 
diseases, have no idea exactly 
what the problem is. 

But the Northamptonshire 
Breastfeeding Alliance, which 
runs an independent Baby 


Cafe in Wellington Street, 
Northampton, said the main 
issue was not enough invest¬ 
ment. 

Briony Askew said: “We 
have felt strongly that the 
Northamptonshire County 
Council budget for breast¬ 
feeding is inadequate and this, 
coupled with changes within 
public health, has let mothers 
and babies down.” 

A report to the Health and 
Wellbeing Board by council 
public health specialist, Marie 
McLoughlin, has suggested ar¬ 
eas where the problems lie. 

She said a report last year 
found county maternity units 
to be “extremely busy, short 
of resource, space and beds”. 

It also showed women 


found it difficult to breastfeed 
in public. 

There is also a risk that 
mums are lost by being passed 
on to separate services, Mrs 
Mcloughlin added. 

However, Akeem Ali, 
Northamptonshire’s direc¬ 
tor of public health, said lots 
of money was being spent on 
the issue, but anecdotal evi¬ 
dence had not clarified wheth¬ 
er the support problem began 
in pregnancy, on the ward or 
at home. 

He said: “What I’m dis¬ 
tressed about, and I use the 
word decidedly, is that that 
investment [£400,000] is not 
delivering the results and I’m 
not able to clarify to the board 
why.”

Derngate Gym in Guildhall Road, Northampton, closed after 28 years in the 
town. 


Competition from national fit¬ 
ness chains and town centre 
roadworks causing a drop in 
trade have been blamed for 
the closure of a Northampton 
gym after 28 years. 

Owner Marie Boullemier, 
managing director for the last 
24 years, said it was now no 
longer financially viable for a 
local gym to “carry on the fight 
against the big boys”. 

She said: “My manager, 
Sally Ashby, and I have battled 
against the odds to keep Dern¬ 
gate Gym afloat. One national 
company after another has 
launched against us and two 
years ago a budget gym arrived 
and targeted our members. 

“We have had to drop our 
prices to unsustainable lev¬ 
els to compete. We also had 
to fight local issues such as 
the Topps parking scheme 10 
years ago. 

“The final straw was when 
the county council announced 
in May they were closing Dern¬ 
gate for several months to 
make road improvements. 


“This had a terrible affect 
on our footfall and we esti¬ 
mate we have lost between 25 
per cent and 30 per cent of our 
members as a direct result.” 

Mrs Boullemier said she 
had been ploughing her own 
money into the club to keep it 
going. But she said: “I am now 
67 and although it breaks my 
heart to close down, I can’t 
carry on any more. I want to 
thank my hard-working staff 


for their efforts, particularly 
Sally, my general manager. 

“I’d like to thank my mem¬ 
bers - many of whom have 
been with me for many years 
- for their loyalty.”

Saints and England prop suffers another injury setback

Alex Corbisiero has suffered 
another injury setback with a 
shoulder injury set to keep the 
Saints prop out until early in 
the new year. 

Corbisiero sustained a liga¬ 
ment tear in Saturday’s Aviva 
Premiership victory against 
Bath at Franklin’s Gardens, 
forcing him off after just 51 
minutes. 

And it has now emerged 
that the England star will 
need surgery on the problem, 
meaning he will miss numer¬ 
ous key games for club and 
country. 

It is the latest in a long line 
of injury problems for the 
26-year-old, who spent six 
months of the previous cam¬ 
paign on the sidelines with a 
knee injury.

But Corbisiero will now 
be forced into recovery mode 
again with Alex Waller, whose 
form in the Lions loosehead’s 
absence won him an England 
call-up, ready to step up again. 

Meanwhile, Saints skipper 
Dylan Hartley has warned not 
to write off local rivals Leices¬ 


ter Tigers, despite their recent 
back-to-back defeats. 

Leicester were thrashed 
45-0 at Bath before suffering 
a shock 22-19 home reverse 
against London Irish last 
weekend. 

Richard Cockerill’s squad 
has been ravaged by injuries 
and they currently sit eighth 
in the Aviva Premiership ta¬ 
ble after four rounds of action. 

Meanwhile, Saints have 
won three of their first four 
matches and are hot on the 
heels of the only 100 per cent 
side, Saracens. 

But Hartley says early 
standings should be taken 
with a pinch of salt, particu¬ 
larly when it comes to the club 
situated just up the Mi. 

“I don’t believe these 
games this early on define 
your season,” said the Saints 
captain after Saturday’s im¬ 
pressive 31-24 victory against 
a much-fancied Bath outfit. 

“I don’t like people talking 
about contenders because 
everyone this early on is a po¬ 
tential contender. 

“You can’t write off Leices¬ 
ter just because they’ve lost 
two games in a row.
